Chapter 252 of the Local Government Code requires that municipalities comply with the procedures

program for Hancock Golf course as well as adding the Clay I Kizer Golf Complex to the program. 

This is a 5 year subscription that is paid in annual payments. This program warranties all irrigation 
control fixtures in the building, irrigation computer, all components of the Ml Ms control modules, 

free software upgrades, and free replacement of any control items in the shop, all covered in 
annual payment. As an example, a driver board failed on Hancock's Ml Ms control moduke that 

would have cost$ 19,000.00 if not covered by the GSP program and software upgrades are$ 
5000.00 - $ 7500.00.The Rainbird support team is available 2417/365 for any repair or diagnostic 
issues that arise. Hancock's subscription needs to be renewed and Clay I Kizer needs to 
subscribe. This program saves thousands of dollars for the subscription period. Keeling Company 
is the authorized Sales and service provider for Rainbird Irrigation and ifs programs for our 
region. 

6. Because the above facts and documentation support the requested exemption, the City of
